We are here 
to give and to receive; to join together, 
and speak together of the missionary 
spirit that is in us. We would like to 
see the missionary banner spread over 
all the earth."

Robb spoke on Genesis xii: 2. He 
said: 
"What do we understand by 


this blessing? 
Some think it means 


that Abraham was to receive a mate- 
rial blessing. It does not mean that, 
but that is included. It means a spir- 
itual blessing. 
When God said to 


Abraham, 'I will bless thee' 
H,- 


meant that He would dwell with him 
If a man has not the consciousness that 
God dwells in him to will and to do of 
his good pleasure he is not blessed of 


God. 
Abraham had to go out ol his 


country; so must we go out of our 
country, i. e., if we would have God 
dwell in us we must empty ourselves 
of self, make our hearts empty GDd 
said he would bless Abraham that he 
might be a blessing to others. A man 
cannot be a blessing to others until he 
is blessed himself. 
Yon know that 


a man in whom the Spirit of God dwells 
is a blessing wherever he is. He may 
be poor and crippled, but if God dwells 
in him, if the Spirit of God is in him he 
is a true blessing. He need not go to 
a foreign field as a missionary but he 
will be a true missionary to the com- 
munity in which he dwells. We talk 
of the missionary field and the mis- 
sionary spirit. I tell you, you cannot 
put these into a man unless he has the 
Spirit of God dwelling in him. A man 
must first be a blessing to himself, then 
he can be a blessing to others." 


Rev. 
Paul S. Leinbach spoke on "The 


Outlook for Missionary Work." 
"The 


question comes to us now. What is the 
outlook for missionary work? And as 
we look at the field we find that these 
iwo facts stare us in the face, namely, 
more than one-half of the world's popu- 
lation is yet without Christ; ths other 
fact is that there are more heathen in 
the world to-day than ever before 
In the light of these facts a man must 
have the Spirit of God dwelling in him 
and must also have strong faith that 
God rules. I come to you with a mes 
sage of encouragement. The outlook 
is bright. Why? The governments ot 
the world are Christian, two-thirds of 
the area of the world and three-fourths 
of the rulers of the world are Chris- 
tian. 
The brains of the world are 


on our side. The brains of the world 
to-day bow at the foot of the cross 
The bulk of the world's wealth is io 
the hands of Christians. 
More money 


is saved in America alone than in all 
heathen lands combined—S500,000,000 
saved every year in America. If that 
wealth were only consecrated! There 
are some hindrances in the mission 
ary work. The fact that different de- 
nominations are fighting each other 
We ought to go to heathen lands with 
a united front. Another hindrance is 
the lack of Christianity"at home. What 
must the Chinese and Japanese think 
when they visit our land and see that 
church members spend more money 
in the saloons than they do for Chris- 
tianity ? We send more barrels of 
whisky to the heathen than mission- 
aries; $60,000 worth of gin passes the 
Canary islands in one week for the 
west coast of Africa." 


Rev. 
C. E. Creitz then spoke, in the 


Pennsylvania German language, from 
Acts xx:35—"It is more blessed to give 
than to receive." He said : "When 
once every Christian can say that he 
feels in his heart that it is more bless- 
ed to give than to receive then he 
would not send any whisky to the 
heathen; he would send the bread of 
life or mi .sionaries who would break 
the bread of life to the heathen. Why 
do people s«.nd whisky over to Africa, 
Cnina and Japan'? Is it to bring sal- 
vation ? No.! It is to make money. 
God is the Giver of life, health and 
every good gift. Christ gave Himself 
and every man who calls himself a 
Christian must have the Christ-Spirit 
to give."

Methodist, Lutheran, Reformed, Pres- 
byterian, Bethel and Progressive Dun- 
kard are open to you, and if a secret 
society man, as a member of the I. 0. 
0. F., P. 0. S. of A., K. G. E , B of L 
E., B. of L. T?., B of R. T., K. of L , or 
A. P. A., you will find a hearty wel- 
come. 


Saxton is reached by rail over the 


H. & B. T. M. R. R & C. Go's, lines 
running north and south and connect- 
ing on the north with the Middle di- 
vision, P. R. R ,at Huntingdon and on 
the south with the Bedford division, 
P. R R., at Mt. Dallas. Six passenger 
trains reach us daily during the sum- 
mer season and four during the whole 
year, with two Sunday trains. 


The H. & B. T. M. R. R. runs all 


freight and coal trains of its main line 
and all its branches from this point, 
making it the centre of all railroad 
traffic. The company has its foundry,

The old water tank, 


oil house and coal wharf will be re- 
moved from Railroad avenue to a point 
further out of town and the street 
and grounds about tha round house 
leveled off, cleaned up and sodded 
and everything done that will add 
to the appearance generally. 


The general manager, Carl M Gage, 


is a hustler, as a look around at the 
different works and workings of the 
company will quickly indicate. Our 
town, through the kind offices of Mr 
Gage, will soon be supplied with elec- 
tric light, as he intends placing a plant 
here for the lighting of the different 
shops, offices and yard and the borough 
will receive its supply from the com- 
pany.

The prisoners include Lieutenant Gil- 
more, of the navy, and his men, who 
are terribly emaciated as a result of 
their long imprisonment. 


It is estimated that 1,500 persons per- 


ished in the earthquakes in Asia Minor, 
around Aidin. The first shock occur- 
red September 20 and lasted 
forty 


seconds. The effects were appalling. 
Whole villages were completely de- 
stroyed. The latest advices from the 
stricken area show that men, women 
and children were buried in the ruins 
of their dwelling places before they 
realized their danger. 
Numbers of 


bodies still lie beneath the debris. 
About five hundred persons were killed 
at Sarakeni and some five hundred at 
Denizil, where three-fourths of the 
buildings fell. There was a propor- 
tionate loss of life in many of the 
smaller villages. One consequence of 
the earthquake is the subsidence of 
the level of the Aidin district by two 
yards. Sulphurous springs burst out 
in the valley of Noander and the coun- 
try between Aidin and Denizli became 
full of crevices, out of which rushed 
black, muddy water, with sufficient 
volume to wash away a flock of 1000

it exceeded any thunder storm that we 
have ever witnessed. 
Dewey must 


have felt the thrill of such an occasion, 
for when he reached Seventy-second 
street and the park, where ten thou- 
sand children were elevated on a 
grand stand and so dressed in colors 
and arranged in seats that they formed 
the sentence "Welcome, Dewey," the 
tears rolled down his cheeks and he 
bowed his head. Following Mm swept 
by regiment upon regiment and bat- 
talion, upon battalion, the brilliant 
sunlight dancing over their helmets 
and bayonets. Then cams the trap- 
pings of ancient and modern artillery 
Here and there were squads of crim- 
son plumes, beautiful cavalry horses, 
army banners of all descriptions, led 
by the echoing drum, the sounding- 
bugle and the screaming fife. All in 
all, it was a panorama such as we 
never expect to see again. Many states 
were represented.

much kicking, especially among the 
Republican members of the Washing- 
ton bar, who thought the place should 
have been given to one of their own 
members. Another Ohio man—Dr. A. 
B. Richardson, of Massillon—has been 
appointed superintendent of the gov- 
ernment hospital for the insane (St. 
Elizabeth's) at Washington, although 
the position is in the classified civil 
service and should properly have been 
filled by the promotion of the assist- 
ant superintendent. 


It is difficult to resist the belief that 


the recant popgun campaigning in the 
Philippines was directed from Wash- 
ington for political purposes. General 
Otis informed the country that as a 
part of the general forward movement 
an army of three divisions, under com- 
mand of Generals McArthur, Wheeler 
and Wheaton, advanced upon and cap- 
tured Porao, which had been garrison- 
ed by about six hundred Filipinos. The 
next day it was quietly announced in 
the regular press despatches that our 
troops have abandoned Porao and re- 
treated to Angeles. General Otis has 
succeeded in getting himself retained 
in command in the Philippines, if be 
hasn't succeeded in winning much from 
the Filipinos. 
His pull with the ad- 


ministration has proven stronger than 
the advice of many prominent men who 
thought he ought to be removed. To 
give him more show to justify the fa- 
vors shown him he has been sent a lot 
of additional staff officers, including 
Brigadier General Schwann, who has 
been made his chief of staff and prin- 
cipal assistant in the administrative 
work of the government of so much of 
the Philippines as are under our flag. 


Commissary General Eagan, the man 


who, 
as the result of a court-martial, 


is drawing full pay as a brigadier gen- 
eral, without doing anything in the 
line of duty, is again in Washington. 
He has positively declined to accept 
the offer of some of the friends of Col- 
onel Weston, who is performing the 
duties of commissary general without 
receiving the proper pay therefor, to 
pay him the difference in cash between 
his salary on the retired list and what 
he now receives, if he would ask to be 
retired, so that Colonel Weston could 
be promoted. Eagan can block Wes-

He no doubt real- 
izes the great need of orators in Ohio. 
Besides Senator Burrows, nineteen 
officeholders are under agreement to 
leave their duties at the national capi- 
tal and spend the greater part of Octo- 
ber canvassing Ohio for the Republican 
candidates.

cratic success in Ohio this year are 
very bright. In their zeal to get men 
to rt'Jy to the support of their ticket 
the Republicans admit that fact.

Now that the hero 
of Manila has re- 
turned to his na- 
tive land and been 
accorded a most cor-

golden words of praise.esteem and love 
from the representatives of the people 


of many states. 


With all the honors conferred upon 


him by a grateful people Admiral 
Dewey has not lost his head. He to- 
day is the same modest, self-poised, 
manly sailor he was when he sailed 
the seas with the gallant Farragut. 
It is patent to all that the hero of Ma- 
nila could have anything iu the gift of 
the American people. But he does not 
ask for favors at their hands. He 
knows he has the_ir love and gratitude. 
That is enough for him. He is as 
great a hero in peace as he is in war.

Dr. Sidney L. Thenrtl, sanitary officer 
f the New Orleans boui'tl of health, 
as made a study of chai-bon, the dis- 
ase which lias killed so many mules, 
orses and cattle iu Louisiana and 
outhcrn Mississippi during the spring 
ust past and which still prevails there 
;o an alarming extent. He has reached 
lie conclusion that inoculation with 


sernm of an immunized animal is 


n absolute safeguard against the dis- 
ase. 
He also states that all parts of 


he bodies of animals that have died 
f churbon are actually poisonous and 
ays cremation of the bodies is im- 
>erative. 
Great care must be exercised in hand- 
ing animals suffering from the disease, 
as there are a number of instances of 


umau beings contracting it in that 


way. Only recently a man died of the 
>oison iu the charity hospital at New 
Means, and several others similarly 
afflicted have been successfully treat- 
ed there this season. 


Nor is the disease confined to the 


south. 
It has made its appearance 


near Chicago within the last two 
monttis, and report says it is prevalent 
mong the cattle in parts of Iowa and 


Wisconsin and in central Illinois. 


Charbon has been known under vari- 


ous names from the earliest ages, and 
ne authority declares that it was the 
sixth plague seut upon Egypt as a pun- 
shment for the obstinacy of Pharaoh 
n holding the children of Israel iu 
bondage, after lie had been command- 
ed by God to let tbem go. It is de- 
scribed by Homer In the first book of 
tbe Iliad, and Ovhl gives a minute de- 
scription of it in the ninth book of tbe 
Metamorphoses. 


In the majority of cases charbon is 


of miasmatic origin; lliat is, the spores 
of charbon exist in the soil. The trans- 
mission from soil to animal may occui 
by cutaneous inoculation, and iu a feu 
lours the germs have multiplied so 
rapidly as to throw the afflicted anima 
Into a violent fever. 
It begins as a 


small, dark rod spot, on wbich soon ap 
pears a pustule or vesicle. It sloughs 
and spreads rapidly, causing violen 
fever and speedy death. 


Tbe ravages of the disease In Lou 


isiana especially have been very disag 
trous. 
Large plantations have been 


stripped of every horse and mule with 
In a day or two, and the profits o 
years swept away, while small farm 
ers have been ruined.—Memphis Scim 
eter.

Within the Walls of Chln-i— Why the Amer- 


ican People Live Admiral Oeoree 


l>f wey. the Hero of Manila.

NEW YORK, October 3.—The other 


night, weary with a long and exacting 
day's work, thinking of the present 
condition of the world, civilized and 
uncivilized, the question came to me 
•with a force I never felt before, Wi'l 
the reign of the Prince of Peace ever 
"be realized, when every man shall sit 
•under his own vine and fig tree, with 
none to molest him nor make him 
afraid? 
Since our first parents were 


banished from Paradise, the gate of 
which was guarded by an angel with 
a flaming sword, there has never 
been a moment when the realization of 
the prophet's dream seemed father off 
from the children of men than it does 
at the present time. While I write, a 
ukase goes forth which sends a mighty 
army to battle for its domain on 
Africa's burning sand. 
The black 


savage whose heritage it has been for 
a thousand generations is not consid- 
ered in the cast of the die, but is driv- 
en farther back to the burning zone to 
find a home wherever heaven directs 
A few days may bring us to the news 
of the conflict, of vital importance to 
the world at large. There is not a ui v- 
ilized nation on the earth the interests 
of which are not involved on the issues 
at stake between the Transvaal, the 
Utlanders and the advanced pioneers 
who are seeking a new home in what 
seems to be the treasure house of the 
world, rivaling the gold of Ophir and 
the jewels of Golconda, of which the 
prophets spake, when Sheba's queen 
came visiting with golden treasure and 
countless jewels Israel's mighty king. 
Russia, stern and grim, is knocking at 
China's gate and demanding a portion 
of her great domain, which is the home 
of 300,000 000 of the human race. Her 
exclusive domain, which shuts com- 
munion from the outer world, and her 
mighty wall cemented with the blood 
of untold millions of captives, will no 
longer avail. Revolution is rife within 
her walls; the Tartar dynasty is trem 
Wing in the balance; the warning 
which blazed forth on the walls of th° 
banqueting hall of the Assyrian king 
foretells the doom of the Chinese em- 
pire : "Thou art weighed in the bal- 
ance and found wanting." 


A hundred years have not yet passed 


since Mungo Park received his commis- 
sion from the Koyal Historical Society 
of England to explore that part of 
Africa which, before the second decade 
of the twentieth century shall have 
passed may be the battlefield of the 
world. Ninety years ago large patches 
of Africa's map were marked "un- 
known," and so they might have re- 
mained till the crack of doom had it 
not been for the discovery of the dia- 
mond mines at Kimberley, which led 
up to the gold field within her borders, 
the riches of which, though yet imper- 
fectly explored and comparatively un- 
known, still by their wonderful devel- 
opment promise to become the most re- 
markable gold 
producers that the 


world has ever known. Boys not yet 
having cast their knickerbockers can 
easily recall the issue of Stanley's 
work in which the portion of Africa 
which he explored was styled "The 
Dark Continent," and it seemed strange 
that a man as great and famous as Dr. 
Livingston should have been able to 
conceal himself as eSeetually as if he 
had been transported to the stars. Yet 
this borderland of time was covered 
•with the grime and mold of buried 
centuries, was old and in ruins before 
our modern civilization was known. 
How did it occur that, with a history 
that dates back to the dim, cloudy re- 
gions of the past and of a people who 
all that the world then knew of relig- 
ion or learning and which left these 
silent witnesses as testators of a great- 
ness that time could not efface, the 
burning desert sand could not utterly 
destroy? 


Xow that gold and diamonds glitter 


in the eyes of civilized powers it will 
not be long before the gloom of the 
Dark Continent will be dispelled and 
the light of a later and a nobler civili- 
zation will see reared on the ruin-: of 
barbarism one of the most powerful 
nations of the earth. 


Turn which way you will, the evi- 


dence of the hero meets you at e«ery 
torn. When he was almost two thou. 
sand miles away, he was just as pres- 
ent as if he were mounted on top of 
the arch which was erected to his 
honor. A stranger arriving in New 
York last week could not fail to dis- 
cover that something unusual was 
about to take place. 
Numberless 


patriots ware flying their flags and we 
bad plenty of other evidences of the 
jubilee. 
Grand stands were erected 


all along the line of march and every 
available window was rented at an 
enormous premium. 
Smart specula- 


tors took a hand and the committee 
having in charge the regulations was 
troubled with applications to have the 
route altered, for each one wanted the 
procession to pass his own door. It 
was a big bonanza; 550 was not con- 
sidered a high price for an eligible 
window. New York, with its three 
and a half millions of people, is con- 
siderable of a place, but it wasn't any 
oo large to house the thousands who 
came here to pay their respects to the 
greatest American admiral. 
There 


were very few hotels whose registers 
were not filled for the whole of tbe 
jubilee, and at police headquarters the 
detective force got the strangest tips 
from abroad, notifying them of the 
exodus of the thieves from that locali- 
tv, a1! of which pointed to New York. 
Chief Devery had a grand round np 
for 
thieves of all classes—ringed, 


streaked and speckled—which he seized 
under the vagrant act, and kept until 
the fun was over. The strongest evi- 
dence that we have of the arrival of 
these thieving elements lies in the 
large number of robberies and bur- 
glaries and highway robberies of the 
most audacious kind. About midday 
Wednesday a lady stepping out of her 
house had in her hand a pocket-book 
containing a considerable sum of 
money. A robber seized the pocket- 
book, and, striking the lady, knocked 
her down; the lady screamed, and a 
large number of people pursued the 
robber with cries of "Stop thief!" A 
detective, who happened to be passing, 
tripped the thief and threw him down. 
He recovered the lady's pocketbook, 
with the money intact, and in less 
than twenty minutes the thief was 
behind prison bars, with a 'prospect of 
state's prison before him for s^me 
ysurb, »nd scrry, no -oabt, he ever

came to New York. No matter what 
subject you take to write on, Dewey 
rises up before you. The vital ques- 
tion is, Will he survive this magnifi- 
cent reception ? If he does not, how 
lucky it is that we built the arch. 
The Unmans 
used to regard these 


triumphal arches as a sort of lasting 
monument to 
commemorate great 


deeds of some soldier who had brought 
hack whole shiploads of foreign loot 
to Rome; he b-ought gold, 
silver, 


precious stones and slaves, while kings 
anj queens were chained to his chariot 
wheels. But Dewey is a luckier man 
than all the Csosars that the world has 
ever seen. He has only to bring his 
precious self to set the whole town 
ablaze with. joy. We load him down 
with every good thing that the heart 
of man can conceive and esteem it a 
great honor to have him accept. For 
years to come, when he shall have left 
active life in the navy, he can sit down 
in that beautiful little home that wo 
propose to buy for him in Vermont, 
his whole armament being a claw 
hammer and a _ cold chisel, and there 
he can sit, day in and <?ay out, month 
in and month out, year after year, as 
time rolls on, opening the packages, 
the bales, the boxes and the barrels- 
which a generous nation has sent to 
him in this hour of joy and victory 
Here are pills by the gross, plasters by 
the bale and barrels of Monogram and 
other choice whiskies—marked "strict 
ly for medical use." Vermont, as we 
all know, is close communion on all 
kinds of whisky, and we are not quite 
sure that our beloved admiral will 
pass muster in the Green Mountaii 
state, and a friend

danger for that kind of freight, thinks 
it might be well to mark it "Apolli- 
naris." 


New York has seen many great pro- 


cessions and days of jubilee and re- 
joicing, but last week exceeded any- 
thing that this city has ever seen be- 
fore, and some generations will have to 
pass before its equal inly be seen. A 
man standing, looking at the arch the 
other day.upon which the workmen were 
busily engaged, turned to a gentlemai 
next to him and asked, "What is all 
this fuss about?" "Fuss,'1 the gentle- 
man replied, "what do you call fuss?" 
The inquirer was stalled; he could not 
explain. The inquirer said: "Is he 
rich?" "No, sir; he is not." "Is he 
poor?" "No, sir; not as you mean 
Qe is the richest man to-day in thh 
land." "From what I hear, all that 
this man has ever done is to destroy 
the Spanish fleet at Manila." "And 
that is all that you have heard Admira' 
Dewey has done for this country?" 
"That is all, sir." "Did you ever hoar 
of a warship named the 'Alabama?' '' 
"No, sir; I did not." 
"She was a rebel 


cruiser in the time of our rebellion and 
singlehanded, destroyed 
vessels and 


property between forty and fifty mill- 
ions of dollars, and so destructive wa= 
the rebel cruiser that she literally 
swept our commerce from the sea 
Between thirty and forty years have 
passed since then, QOr have we repaired 
the entire damage she did us to the 
present day. She was finally carried 
on to the coast of France. 
She took 


refuge in a French port under the pro- 
tecting arm 
of the French. 
The 


Kearsarge challenged her to mortal 
combat, which she unwillingly accept- 
ed and was sunk, in sight of her 
friends, leaving a record not second to 
any pirate that ever sailed the sea 
In 


Manila harber lay the flower of the 
Spanish fleet. Outside, like watchful 
sentinels, Admiral Dewey on his flag- 
ship Olympia sailed up and down, 
aided by his watchful fleet, to prevent 
the enemy's escape; they tried to coax 
them out by every art that a seaman 
knew, so Admiral Dewey said to him- 
self, if Mahomet will not come to the 
mountain the mountain will go to 
Mahomet, and in he went. The bottom 
of the harbor was lined with deadly 
torpedoes; it was almost like sailing to 
certain death; the shore for seven miles 
was lined with cannon, threatening in- 
stant destruction to the advancing 
fleet, but nothing daunted Admiral 
Dewey; he found his enemy and the 
fig-ht commenced. 
The battle raged 


with fury for several hours, but at its 
conclusion no sign of the Spanish fleet 
was left; it was either burned up or 
sunk beneath the waves. 
The thor- 


oughness and greatness of that victo- 
ry would have earned for him immor- 
tality for all time; and yet, magnificent 
as that victory was, it was but a small 
part of the imperial service that he 
did his native land. We have an ex- 
posed seacoast lice of thousands of 
miles lined with villages, towns and 
cities the wealth of which will amount 
to thousands of millions. If the Span- 
ish fleet could have escaped to the open

sea they could scatter, making pursuit 
almost impossible. 
With the recent 


improvements in artillery their mon- 
strous guns would carry a deadly shell 
of 500 pounds many miles, and a vessel 
could shell New York, Brooklyn aud 
other large cities and escape capture 
with no damage to themselves, it is for 
that this nation turns out to greet hire 
on his return to his native land. From 
Maine to Texas, from New York to the 
Golden Gate, with general claim fcr 
every loyal heart that loves his coun- 
try and would give his life to preserve 
her honor spotless, from 70,000.000 joy- 
•ajis people, their rises a single prayer, 
"God bless and grant health and length 
of days to Admiral George Dewey."

In connection with the building and 


maintenance of gravel roads the most 
important matter to consider is that of 
selecting the proper material. A small 
proportion of argillaceous sand, clayey. 
or earthly matter contained in some 
gravel enables it to pack readily and 
consolidate under traffic or the road 
roller. Seaside and river gravel, which 
is composed usually of rounded, water 
worn pebbles, is unfit for surfacing 
roads. The small stones of which they 
ore composed, having no angnlar pro- 
jections or sharp edges, easily move or 
slide against each other and will not 
bind together, and even when mixed 
with clay may turn freely, causing the 
whole surface to be loose. Iflce materials 
in a shaken sieve. 


Inferior qualities of gravel can some- 


times be used for fonndations. but 
where it becomes necessary to employ 
such material even for that purpose it 
is well to mis just enough sandy or 
clayey loam to bind it firmly together. 
For the wearing surface or the top layer 
the pebbles should, if possible, be com- 
paratively clean, hard, angular and 
tough, so that they will readily consol- 
idate and will not be easily pulverized 
by the impact of traffic into dust and 
mud. 
They should be coarse, varying in 


size from half an inch to an inch and 
one-half. 


Where blue gravel or hardpan and 


clean bank grave] are procurable a good 
road may be made by mixing the two 
together. Pit gravel or gravel dng from 
the earth, as & rule, contains too much 
earthy matter. This may. however, be 
removed by sifting. For this pnrpose 
two sieves are necessary, through which 
the gravel should be thrown. 
The 


meshes of one sieve should be one and 
one-half or two inches in diameter, 
while the meshes of the other should be 
three-fourths of an inch. All pebbles 
which will not go through the one and 
one-half inch meshes should be rejected 
or broken so that they will go through. 
All material which sifts through the 
three-fourths inch meshes should be re- 
jected for the road, bnt may be used in 
making side paths. The excellent road 
which can be built from materials pre- 
pared in this way is so far superior to 
the one made of the natural clayey ma- 
terial that the expense and trouble of 
sifting are many times repaid. 


Some earth roads may be greatly im- 


proved by covering the surface with a 
layer of three or four inches of gravel, 
and sometimes even a thinner layer 
may prove of very great benefit if kept 
in proper repair. The subsoil of snch 
roadway ought, however, to he "well 
drained or of a light and porous nature. 
Roads constructed over clay soils re- 
quire a layer of at least six inches of 
gravel. The gravel must be deep enough 
to prevent the weight of traffic forcing 
the snrface material into weak places 
in the clay beneath, and also to prevent 
the surface water from 
percolating 


through and softening the clay and 
causing the roadway to be torn up. 


Owing to a lack of knowledge regard- 


ing construction, indifference or care- 
lessness in building or improving, roads 
made of gravel are often very much 
worse than they ought to be. Some of 
them arc made by simply dumping the 
material into rats, mudholes or butter- 
like depressions or on unimproved foun- 
dation and are left thus for traffic to 
consolidate, while others are made by 
covering the surface with inferior ma- 
terial without any attention being paid 
to the fundamental principles of drain- 
age. 
As a result of such thoughtless 


and haphazard methods the road usual- 
ly becomes rougher and more complete- 
ly covered with K-'es than before. 


In constructing '^ gravel road the 


roadbed should first be brought to the 
proper grade. Ordinarily an excavation 
is then made to the depth of 8 or 10 
inches, varying in width with the re- 
quirements of traffic. 
For a farm or 


farming community the width need not 
be greater than 10 or 12 feet. A road- 
way which is too wide is not only use- 
less, but the extra width is a positive 
damage. Any width beyond that need- 
ed for the traffic is not only a waste of 
money in constructing the road, bnt is 
the cause of a never ending expense in 
maintaining it. 
The surface of the 


roadbed should preferably have a fall 
from the center to the sides the same as 
that to be given the finished road, and 
should, if possible, be thoroughly rolled 
and consolidated until smooth and firm 


A layer, not thicker than fonr inches, 


of good gravel, such as that recom- 
mended above, should then be spread 
evenly over the prepared roadbed. 


If a roller cannot be had. the road is 


thrown open to traffic until it become? 
well consolidated, but it is impossible 
to properly consolidate materials by the 
movement of vehicles over the road, 
and if this means is pursued constant 
watchfulness is necessary to prevent 
unequal wear and to keep the surface 
smooth and free from rats. The work 
may be hastened and facilitated by the 
use of a horse roller or light steam roll- 
er, and. of course, far better results can 
be accomplished by this means. If the 
gravel be too dry to consolidate easily, 
it should be kept moist by sprinkling 
It should not. however, be made too 
wet. as an earthy or clayey matter in 
the gravel is liable to be dissolved. 


As soon as the first layer has been 


properly consolidated a second, third 
and. if necessary, fourth layer, each 
three or fonr inches in thickness, ia 
spread on and treated in the same man- 
ner, until the road is built up to the re- 
quired thickness and cross section. The 
thickness in most cases need not be 
greater than 10 or 13 inches, and the 
fall from the center to the sides onght 
not to be greater than 1 foot in 20 feet 
or less than 1 in 25.

A correspondent 
who has 
made 


something of a specialty in growing 
cauliflower sends to American Garden- 
ing a photograph of some hearts grown 
last season when the weather was 
unfavorable, hot and dry, at the par- 
ticular time in the growth of the

plants when moisture and a cool at- 
mosphere arc necessary for producing 
a nice, solid head. The growth of the 
plants was rank and leafy, and, al- 
though they did not head up early, 
they did so rapidly ami uniformly as 
soon as they began. There was scarce- 
ly a variation in the whole patch. 
They were solid, heavy, snow white. 


In this connection soaie points on 


the growing of fine cauliflower for ex- 
hibition are quoted from the journal 
mentioned: 


When the hearts begin to form, some 


quick acting manure, such as nitrate 
of soda in a liquid form, will be of ma- 
terial assistance. 
When they attain 


some size, shading trorn sunshine Is 
necessary to prevent the heads from 
getting yellowish in color. 
This is 


easiest done by bending a few of the 
outer leaves Inward over the head; 
just crack the midrib autl the leaf will 
stay in position without flagging or 
withering. 


Should they mature a clay or two 


ahead of time, it is better to pull them 
up and store in a cool, dark cellar, in- 
serting the roots in moist soil to pre- 
vent wilting, as if left to grow out of 
doors they soon get past their best. 
In any case, if cut the night before 
they are needed and the cut ends in- 
serted In water, the heads will keep 
fresh fora much longer period. Don't 
cut too shoit or take oh* many of the 
leaves, though it is often necessary-to 
dress a few of the iuner ones to show 
the head to its best advantage.

The Automobile lui n Factor In HiKh- 


wny Improvement. 


The department of agriculture is do- 


ing an admirable work~ in seeking to 
educate the farmers to the point of ap- 
preciating the commercial value of fine 
highways. The various experiment sta- 
tions are constructing sample roads and 
demonstrating that the difference be- 
tween a nrad rnt and a smooth, com- 
pact hauling surface means a difference 
between loss and profit in the transpor- 
tation of farm produce to market, but 
the course of this propaganda is slow in 
comparison with the necessities of the 
case. There is a vast deal of ground to 
be covered and many stubborn preju- 
dices and innch dense ignorance to be 
overcome. 


The wheelmen are responsible for a 


marked improvement in several lines of 
travel. The entrance of the automobile 
as a factor for good roads is to be heart- 
ily welcomed. This new vehicle appeals 
for the present chiefly to men of raeane. 
It will donbtless arouse interest among 
citizens who have had no part in the 
bicycle development of the past years 
and who are not in a position otherwise 
to realize the agricultural necessities in 
regard to good roads. 


The general use 


this class of citizens will thns snpple- 
ment the other factors for highway im- 
provement which have been steadfastly 
laboring of late and may result in snch 
legislation as will materially advance 
the prospect of the good time to come 
when it will be possible to crisscross the 
maps of all the states with the lines of 
such thoroughfares as are today to be 
found in abundance in Europe.

Indued, the 


cities themselves constitute the greater 
part, or nr.'trly all, of the taxpaying 
property included in these counties. 
They may properly contribute to the 
cost of building roads in all the terri- 
tory 
from 
which they draw their 


trade." 


"The host method yet devised for 


levying taxes upon city property for 
the purpose of building country roads 
is by the medium of a state tax. This 
Is levied upon city and country prop- 
erty alike, upon all classes of people, 
so that every locality, every taxpayer, 
contributes proportionately, according 
to the amount of property owned, the 
wealthy property owners contributing 
the largest amounts." 


The noiul Grader. 


The peculiar feature of a road grader 


is that it cuts away the dirt at the 
side of the road and draws It up into 
the middle, thus producing a ditch at 
each side .and .1 slope in each direction 
from the center. At the same time It 
will cut awny the dirt to just the prop- 
er depth and no deeper. In this par- 
ticular its work differs from that ac- 
complished by the use of plows, shov- 
els or hand scrapers. The road grader 
leaves n smooth, regular surface, giv- 
ing the road the proper contour. 
A 


dirt or gravel road can be put Into ex- 
cellent shape by running the grader 
repeatedly over it. 
Care should be 


taken (ii'st to remove brush aud rub- 
bish from the side of the road, that 
tin' grader may not carry It into the 
traveled roadway. 


•Will Camphor Par In Florida? 


The camphor laurel or camphor troe 


of commerce is one of the best trees to 
grow In Florida, according to an Or- 
lando grower, who writes to The Farm, 
Field aud Fireside that it has never 
been seriously injured by cold weather. 
He says: 


I have several trees 12 years old now 


40 feet high and 14 to 18 inches in 
diameter one foot above the ground. 
The growing of camphor trees in 
groves is now becoming a good busi- 
ness. 
Thousands of trees are being 


planted every year. 
The 
present 


process of cutting off part of the top 
of the trees at a time and distilling 
the leaves and twigs does not In the 
least injure the tree. When the trees 
are 3 years old, the grower takes off 
about one-third of the leaves and 
twigs. This is done three or four times 
a year. New growth soon appears arid 
fills the space taken off. 


Three-year-old trees will produce 


about one pound of camphor per year 
and when 15 or 20 years old will pro- 
duce three to four pounds. The usual 
custom is to plant about 300 trees per 
acre, and as land is cheap and trees 
are worth about $35 per 1,000 (1 year 
old) it costs but little to make a paying 
camphor plantation. The cost of la- 
bor cuts but a small Hgure in the pro- 
duction of camphor, and when the 
question of manufacture and duty of 
custom house is added to the imported 
article it can readily be seen that cam- 
phor can be made to pay in Florida. 


Hovr the BeHt Secdnnien Dry It—The 


l?lr:il Handling. 


"I have had no experience with 


sweet corn kiln dried and much doubt 
whether it could be so cured with, 
safety to its vegetating properties. 
The highest temperature I have ever 
used was tliat obtained by drying It, 
one layer d-eep, ou laths supported on 
wire within a foot of the ceiling of a 
room huated by stoves to a tempera- 
ture comfortable to a person working 
there. My ordinary practice Is to dry 
the corn on lath frames, which rest on 
horizontal strips of board secured to 
uprights. These horizontal strips are 
about eight inches apart, and the ears 
of corn are spread on the laths one ear 
deep. 
I find it convenient to have 


about eight of these layers, the first 
one being sufficiently high from the 
floor to enanle cats to get at vermin. 


"It is the practice of some of my fel- 


low seedsmen to spread their corn 
about two layers deep on the floor of 
their drying room and again on otter 
floors built above the natural one by 
laying boards on carpenter 
horses, 


making the distance between the floors 
about 2y2 feet, sufficient to enable boys 
to turn the corn occasionally by crawl- 
ing between the floors. When the va- 
riety is a late one, they expedite the 
curing of It by stripping the busks 
down (not off) the ear as it stands in 
the field as soon as the corn is fully 
grown. After two or throe days, when 
thus treated, it will toughen sufficient- 
ly to be beyond material injury from 
blackbirds. 


*'In my owu experience, corn on the 


floor Is more likely than that dried 
on laths to be injured when moisture, 
either a rain or snow, flnds its way 
Into the dryhouse. The great snow- 
storm of November last, I found, in- 
jured a portion of one lot so spread, 
while that on the laths above the floor 
cured perfectly. Rats and mice are 
the great enemies of the seedsman, 
and 
occasionally the 
red 
squirrel 


claims his share, and I am always glnd 
to grant It to the interesting little fel- 
low, for I find that he is superior to 
the cat in keeping rats aud mice away. 
A single mouse will give an offensive 
smell to a whole barrel of ears, where- 
in he differs from the squirrel tribe." 


The foregoing, from The Rural New 


Yorker, is of special interest to any 
one who contemplates drying sweet 
corn for seed, coming, as it does, from 
a veteran seedsman, who says further: 


In the final preparing the corn for 


the seed market every ear has to be 
carefully passed through the hand, 
some to be rejected because they were 
too green when gathered, others to 
have here and there a defective kernel 
picked out, or the black remnants left 
by the blackbirds shelled off, or ker- 
nels Injured near their butts where 
ralo soaked Into the cobs before they 
were gathered, and at times ears 
which depart from the type needed 
are to be rejected, the various wastes 
frequently amounting to a sixth of the 
entire crop. 


A Mole Catcher. 


A farm manager at Foddcrty, Ding- 


wall, Scotland, watching a mole catch- 
er at work, saw sea gulls hovering 
over and occasionally alighting upon a 
turnip field In which the observer and 
others were at work. A particularly 
large and handsome bird attracted his 
attention by the graceful way It float- 
ed slowly over the drills, intently 
scanning the surface of the ground. 
Suddenly, steadying itself a moment 
It dropped, dug its bill into the heav- 
ing ground and rose witb a mole for 
Its prey. 
Resting a few minutes, It 


gracefully 
began again 
a 
further 


search for prey. 
In a few minutes a 


second mole was unearthed.

Blighted Celery Not TVorthleBH. 


It is a mistake to suppose that blight- 


ed celery is not worth putting in for 
winter use, judging by the following 
experience with badly blighted crops 
related 
in 
American Agriculturist: 


About the 1st of October I trim up the 
plants, leaving only the heart leaves. A 
shallow trench ID the cellar is well 
watered, and the roots, with as much 
soil as can be conveniently left on, are 
placed in the trench; more water Is 
given and sand pi 
1 other light and dry 


soil is worked carefully in and about 
the phints. leaving only the tips ex- 
posed. Finer celery I have never had 
than such roots furnished in January 
or February. If the long white brittle 
stalks are cut off squarely—not too 
close—a second crop has been ready by 
April. This is lighter, of course, than 
the other, but a dainty luxury for the 
season.

In tlie New England states 
tliere is a falling off of one-third to 
one-half; New York reports 71 per 
cent of a full crop, as compared with 
109 per cent last year; Pennsylvania 
reports 76 per cent, as compared witb 
!)3; Kentucky, Michigan and Indiana 
show a reduction from last year^of 7, f. 
and 8 points respectively, while Illinois 
bas but C4, Wisconsin 81 and Iowa 17 
per cent of a full crop. Excluding the 
states in which the cultivation of clo- 
ver is merely sporadic, Ohio alone has 
as large a crop as it had last year, and 
this is doubtless necoxmted for In part 
by the fact that last year's crop in 
that state was considerably below the 
average for the country as a whole.

Judging from the following com- 


munications to the Country Qentlemim, 
apples are not so plentiful this year as 
is generally supposed: 


TORONTO, OST., September 21.—That 


part of Ontario between the Kingston 
and Ottawa rivers produced 
three 


million bushel of apples in 1396. This 
year most of the orchards are prac- 
tically bare of fruit, some scattering 
trees bearing fairly well. Few farm- 
ers will have enough for their own use. 
West of Kingston the situation is more 
encouraging. 
Some crops have been 


sold at SI-=0 per barrel. In Colling- 
wood prices run from SI.35 to 31 75 for 
fall apples. One grower has sold his 
crop, about 1,800 barrels, for S4.000, or 
S2.50 per barrel.—Sun. 


GREESCASTLE, ISD., September 23.— 


Apple buyers are now on the lookout 
for winter apples, such as Ben Davis, 
Rome Beauty, Rawle's Jannet and 
Grimes' Golden. These varieties are 
favorites in our orchards, being con- 
sidered the surest and most prolific 
bearers. The present outlook f «• win- 
ter apples is anything but favorable. 
We had the promise of a full crop, but 
I have never known apples to be so 
universally faulty as this year. Al- 
most all kinds of insects have been at 
work upon them and the recent hot, 
dry weather is ripening the fruit 
prematurely, it is dropping badly and 
from present outlook there will be 
very few apples for winter that will 
keep any length of time. 
We have 


never known so complete a failure 
after the promising outlook in the 
spring, and in the future will be com- 
pelled to resort to some means to head 
off insects, if we wish fruit.
